1. Becaufe tho’ the Lords Petitioners have not literally 4 
complied with the Order, according to the Senfe ct the q 
Houfe ; yet they may have laid before us Facts that are of 
fo criminal a Nature in themfelves, and fo dangerous in 
their Confequence to the Nation in general, and to this 
Houfe in Particular, that we think a due Regard to the 
Safety ofthe one,and the Honour of the other,required the 
ftricteft Examination. 

2. For when we confider the firft Inftance in the Anfwer 
of the Lords Petitioners, wiz. That the Lift of Sixteen 
Peers for Scotland, had been framed by Ferfons in high 
Truft under the Crown, Jong previous to the Election 1t- 
felf, and that this Lift was fhewn to Peers as a Lift appro- 
ved of by the Crown and was called the King’s Lif: We 
are filled with Indignation, to fee that great Name indecent-.

feem in the higheft Degree to aire@t the Honour and Dig- 
nity of this Houte ; fince untainted Streams can hardly be 
expected to flow trom a corrupted Source ; and if the F- 
leZion of Sixteen Peers for Scotiand fhould ever by the 
foal Arts of Corruption, dwindle into a Misiferia] Nomi- 
nation, inftead of Perfons of the firft Rank, greateit Me- 
rit, and confiderable Property, we may expect, im fu- 
ture Parliaments, to fee fuch only returned, who, owing 
their F/eion to the Nomination of the Minifter, may 
purchafe the Continuance of their precarious Seats by a 
fatal and unanimous Submiffion to his Di¢tates.

r. Becaufe weconctive, that the leaving out this Claufe, 
isin reality defeating the Effect and Intention of the whole 
Bill; a Bill thought fo neceffary by the whole Houfe, that 
the learned Judges were unanimoully ordered to prepare 
and bring it in, in lieu of a Claufe, to the fame Purpofe, 
Offered to be inferted in the annual AM to prevent Mutiny 
and Defertion. 

2. Becaufe we think it much more neceflary, that Off - 
cers and Soldiers fhould be fubje¢t to be tried by the Civil 
Power for an Offence of this high Nature, againtt the Con-

4. Becaufe the Intention of the Bill being to prevent any 
fafults from Troops during the Time of Elections, w 
fhould provide againft all poilible Dangers ; and tho’ durin 
his Nlajefty’s Reign, we apprehended, no il} Ufe will be 
made oi the Troops ; yet, in future Time, Minifters may 
prevail, whofe unpopular and detefed Adimiaif#ration may 
feave them no Hopes of Security from a free-e/ed?ed Par/ia- 
ment, and reduce them to the violent and illegal Method of 
employing thofe Troops, kept up by the Corruption of one 
Parliament, in the forcible Eleaion, or rather Nomination of 
another: In which Cafe, no Remedy canbe hoped for a- 
gainit Omcers fo offending, fince as the Act now ftands, 
they can only be tried by a Court Martial, and a Court 
Martial can only be appointed by the Crown; and -confe- 
quently the fame wicked Minifier, who may hereafter ad- 
vile fuch an Attempt upon our Conftitution, will not be 
likely to permit his guilty Agents to iuffer, but the Merits 
of their Crime wil carry Impunity along withit. 

§. Becauie we cannot conceive, that the Arguments 
drawn irom a pofhbility of a Riot at an Election, or ct a 
Rebellion or Invafion, ‘ed the [ime of Election, where- 
ithe Affitance of Military Power may be neceflary, were 


jn any Degree fuihcient to induce the Houfe to leave out: 


this Claufe; fimce, in the Cafe of a Riot, the Civil Magi- 
ftrate is already armed with a rigorous Penal Law, known 
by the Name ot the Avcr- 4¢7 ; and, in the Cafe ot a Rebellion 
or Inyafion, it is well known, thatthis and all other Laws 
would be filent. But, on the other Hand, we apprehended 
creat Inconveniencies may arife, if Troops have Liberty to 
march into ‘Towns during the Time of Elections, at the 
Aequifition of a partial and corrupted Civil Magiftrate, who 
may call a Majority he diflikes, a Tucoult, and fupply

O. Becaufe we apprehend, that a very injurious and dan- 
gerous Conftruction may, by malicious People (too fpe- 
cioufly) be put upon the leaving out of this Claufe, That 
aitho the Unpopularity of rejecting the Bull iefelf could not 
be withftood ; yet, the eluding and enervating the Efficacy, 
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of it had been directly brought about : Which Suppofition,

F all Vices (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) both publick and 
private, the mOft pernicious, as well as the mot 
Odious, 1s Corruption, or being infiuenc’d, by pecuniary 
Morives, to A again our Fudgments and Confeiences. I 
call This the mcf peraicous of all Vices, +ecavfe it is realiy 
an Inlet to every other,both with Regard tothe Corrupter and 


the Correpted, and is often made Uife of, in a general Senfe, 


to comprehend them all. 

A Man, in private Life, who corrupts another, or fuffer: 
Himfelf to be corrupted, is a very dangerous Criminal ; 
becaufe Self-Defence will prompt Him to ftick at nothing 
afterwards, for Fear of Difcovery, and make Him endea- 
vour to fcreen one Piece of Iniguity by another. 

A Perfon, in pudiick Life, who gives Himfelf up to the 
fame fcandalous Praéice, is ftill more dangerous; not only 
as his Example is of greater Influence, and w:!l propogate 
the Mifchief much farther than any private Perfon; but 
likewife becaufe He lies under a ftronger Neceffity to pro- 
ceed in the fame Courfe, when He hath once begun, and 
hath infinitely more Power to fcreen Himfelf, as well as 
Thofe Hecorrupts, from Detection and Punifhment. If a 
private Man bribes another, or is bribed Himfelf, to ferve 
any bad Ends, He hath no other Chance of efcaping with 
Impunity, but by keeping Himfelf undifcover’d ; becaufe 
the Community, who do not partake in the Profits of his 
Guilt, and may juftiy apprehend the Confequences of it to- 
wards Uhemfelves, will naturally purfue Him, and unite 
their Endeavours to bring himto Juftice. Buta Man, who 
is intrufted with the Riches of a whole Nation, hath it in 
his Power not only to bribe Multitudes into his Meafures, 
buteven to ftop the Hue and Cry, when it begins to puriue 
Him. By thefe Means, the corrupt Par:y will foon grow 
too ftrong for the uncorrupt, and dety al] their impotent At- 


tacks, When this comes to be the Cafe, what can phe 
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Confequence but that Virtue and common Honefy will be. 
Jaugh’d out of Countenance ? The Generality of Mankind 
will grow afhamed of tho/e old f2jbion'd Virtues, and chufe 
to be rich and wicked with the Majority, rather than poor 
‘hus will Corruption be- 
come epidemiucel, and fpread itfelf, likea Leprofy, over the 
whole Nation; or, to fpeak in Scripture-Language, rhe 
whole Head will be fick, and the whole Heart faint, From 
the Sole of the Foct unte the Head, there will be no Sound 
nefsinit, but Wounds, and Bruifes, and putrifyine Sores. 

Such a general Depravation, and even Diffolution of 
Manners, is grievous enough of itfelf; but the worft Cir. 
cumftance is, that it will hardly admit of any Remedy ; 
for as Di/eases of the Riood are the moft difficalt tobe cur’d, 
even in the natural Body, they are much more fo, in the 
Body Pclitick; efpeciaily, when the whole Mafs of it is 
corrupted. A River, that is poifon’d even at che Fountain- 
Head, will purge off the noxious Particles, by Degrees, 
and purify itfelf again; bot when a'l the Streams of Go- 
vernment are infected, nothing but a Miracle can effet a 
radical Cure. | 

There are Inftances of People, eminently diftingnithed 
for their Love of Liberty, who, being long and grievoufly 
opprefs’d by an infamous Cabal, refus'd to fight for their 
Country. They thought, perhaps, that even a foreign Yoke 
would fit eafier on their Necks, or be more honourable at 
jleaft, than one impos’d upon Them by their Fellow. 
Subsects. Let us pray to God, and ufe our utmoft En. 
deavours, that this may never be again the Cafe of any 
free Natioa. 

What a2 Monfter therefore muft that Man be, who cam 
deliberately project fuch traniceadent Iniquity ; and, not 
content with proftitutinz Himfelf, becomes a Sore of polstr- 
cal Pander, and makes it his Bufinefs to debauch the Minds 
of a whole People? This is infinitely a greater Crime than 
Murder, Treafon, or Rebellion, which are only temporary 
Evils, and will entail a much heavier Curfe on Pofterity, 
thaneventhe Judgments of Plague, Pefisience and Famine. 

But the Folly of fuch a deteftable Undertaking is equal to 
the Iniquity of it; for though it may ferve to prop up a 
tottering Miniffer, for fome Time, fuch 2 rotten Support 
cannot laft long, and He will only fall with greater Weight 
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Great Pains have, been taken to prove, by a thoufang _ 
Repetitions of the fame fenfelefs Argument, that the Pecpie 9) 
themfelyes are the original Authors of our prefent Luxur 
and Corruption, byliving beyondthe:r Fertunes; that allthe 
Examples and even Incitements of their Superiors have no 4 
Joflvence upon Them, in this Cafe ; nor will the ccasrary 
Example remove the Evil, without reforming their own 
Condul7.— —But this. is fuch a ridiculous Way of 
Reafoning, and hath been fo often confuted; particularly — 
of late, that I am afhamed of giving it any. farther Anfwer,. 

‘Nay let us fuppofe that neither the Prince, nor the My. 
nifier fet any perfonal Example of Profufon Themfelves , 
or that They are ever tainted with the oppojtte Vice; yet it 
they manifeftly encourage /uch Spcrit in ail about Them, 
and even through the whole Nation, This would be fo far : 
trom being any Security to the Pecple, thatitwouldaddto = 
their Danger ; for what can be more ominous to Lsderty 
than a rich Court, and a/uxurrous impoverify’d People? 

If any Thing can addtothe Enormity of Man’s attempt- 
ing to raife fuch a general Spiritof Luxury Venzlity at home, 
it is involving his Country in all the Squabbles of Europe, ; 
where it had no original Concern, and working it out of a ! 
State of perfect Tranguility into the moff perplex’d Situa- | 
tion, and even the danger of a deftructive War. Tohis 


would be ftill farther aggravated, if He thould have tirf 
exhaufted all the Riches of the People, in bu/y, fruitle/s,

FRO HERE was no confiderable Revolution happened 


_# in the Athenian Affairs, which the People did not 
improve to the agrandizing of their own Power, on a vain 
Suppofition, that the greater, the more exteniive their 
Authority was, the ftronger and more lafting it would al- 
fo be; whereas too great Power in the Hands of the Peo- 
ple, cannot but be fatal to the People themfelves ; for 
not knowing how to Conduct it temperately, they quickly 
bring Affairs into fuch a Situation, that they either have 
that Power torn from them by Force, or are conftrained 
to yeild up of themfelves, in order to be delivered out of 
fuch Diftreffes as their Follies have brought them into. ‘Thus 
fared it with the Athenians,as we fhall fee in may Inftances, 
About the Time that the Pifafrida were expelled this Ci- 
ty, Clifhenes, the arch Patriot, is thought to have intro- 
duced the Oftracifm; tho’ others contend, that it was 


fomewhat ancienter than his Time ; and fome would have 


us believe, that it had always been ractifed by the Athe- 
Mans, and that Thefeus was banifhed by it: However it be, 
I fhall here take an Opportunity of giving an Account of

ons time after the great Victories obtained by Miit:- 
ades over the Per/rans, and when he was extravagantly 
igh in the People’s Favour, he judged it highly conducive 
to the Publick Good, to oblige fuch of the Greek Ilands, 
as in the ‘Lime of the late Calamity, had either fided with 
the Enemy, or remained neuter, fhould be feverely chaf- 
tifed,and at leaft made to acknowledge their Offence,and to 
make fome Satisfaction by Fines. This, as indeed any thing 
propofed by Mi/tiades at that Time would have done, 
feemed highly Reafonablein the Eyes of the Affembly who 
thereupon granted him feventy Gallies, well mann‘d, in 
order to his proceeding ona fecret Expedition, concerning 
which they were told that it was defigned to benefit the State. 
With this Force he fail’d to Parcs, one of the Cyclades, and 
demanded an hundred Talents for their having affiited the 
the Perfans when they invaded Greece ; but here his For- 
tune forfook him, he was wounded inthe Thigh and obliged 
to raife the Siege. On his Retura Leatippus the Father of 
Pericles, accafed himof Treafon, for having quitted Pares 
wilhagly when he might have reduced it. Mi/tiades was 
{> ill or his Wound that he could not appear to make hist 
Deteace, and fo, notwithftanding thatall his Friends could 
afer, and the Memory of his late Victory at Mararhoa, 
hy which he had been delivered the City from being utser- 
ly fabverted, the People condemned him toa Fine of fifty 
Talents for Non-payment of which he was committed to 
-rifoa, where he dved of a Mortification in his Thigh, oc- 
cationed by the Wound he had received in their Service ; 
aor didevea Dexth releafe him from their Envy, his Corpfe 
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being refufed a Funeral, until fuch Time as Cimon, his Son, 


rendered himfelf into Cuftody, in the Room of his deceifed 


Fathers Body ; tho’, as Coraeljus Nedos obferves, it was not 
from an Opinion of AZi/tiades being ewilty, that their Race 
was carried to fuch Extremities, but merely froma Dread 
of that Power, which a Man of his Virtue and great Abili- 
ties, had he made ufe of them toan ill Purpofe, might have 


attained. 


Happy had it been for the Athenians, if reflecting on their 
ill ‘Treatment of this Hero, they had from thence learned 
ufe thofe who faved and defended their Country, ina 
more grateful Manner for the future; but alas! they never 
knew the Value of great Men, but in Adverfity ; norconld 
they ever be taught to remember what was due to them, 
when by their Valour and Induftry the Athenian Common. 
wealth was reftored to. Potterity. TAemifocles fucceeded 
Miltiade, and the Care of publick Affairs ; and the People 
to balance a Man thcy could not.be without, raifed up 
Arifitdes acainft him, a Maneminent for his Virtues, but 
above all for his obftinate Integrity and inflexible Love to 
Juftice. However, Themiffocles obferving how he grew in 
their Efteem, turned even his good Qualities agvin‘? him, 


intinuating Jealoufies into the Minds of the Peopie [rom 


his Adverfar.es, allowing himfelf to be Sirnamed the 
he procured him by the Oftracifm to fent out of his Way 
intoaten Years Banifhment ;.tho’ Arifides had always 
fupported the Power of the People, and Themiffocles was 


-more than fafpected to bear no good Will thereto. But 


Xerxes King of Perfia, preparing to invade Greece, with 


-fuch an Army as till that Time had fearce been heard ol, 


the People of Arbens were glad, in their Fright, to call 
Home from Exile, thofe whom they had wantonly banith- 
ed, among whom were Ariffides. The event ot this War 
is fo well known, that I need not dwell! upon it; I fhall 
only obferve, that Themifocles had very defervedly the 
Credit of defeating all the Schemes of the Perfian Monarch, 
and of forcing him to defift with Infamy, from an Attempt, 
whichin fome Meafures had exhaufted the Power, ¢ven 0! 
his wide exempted Empire. On the rebuilding of Athens, 
which had been burne in the Courfe of the War, Arifides 


-refettled and ftrengthened rhe Democratick Form and Go- 
veroment in that City; and what was a materia! Alreration 


in their Conttitution, he admitted the Tbetes, or lowett 


Clafs of the People, toa Share in the Government, — 
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had been denied them by So/on. however re- 
tained his Credit with them, and very wifely employ’d it in 
perfuading them to raife ftrong Wailsround the r City: At 


their doing this, the /.ace 7emonians took Umbrage, appre- 
hending that the Principality of Greece, which they had jor. 


foie time held, would be foon fnatched out o, their Hands. 
Themifvocles fearing the Spartan Power, in cafe it fhould 
exert itfelf, before the City was fortified and put in Order, 
alvifed his Countrymen to gain Time, by fend Ambaiia- 
dors to Sparta, himfelf being their Chief there: By many 
artful Delays, he fpun out his Negotiations, tili he wosad- 
Vifed that the Fortifications of Athens were very near finith- 
¢d: Atwhich however the Lacedemonians were exceilively 
angry; but he intreating them not to believe idle Reports, 
or to entertain Jealoufies of thofe who inteaded them no 

Hurt, he moved to have three Comm flioners of Dictincti- 
on cifpatched to Athens, to examine ‘Things upon the Spot, 
by whofe Report he defired to be determined, and offered 
to remain as 2 Hoftage urrtil their Return. ‘This scheme 
of his took Effect; they difpatched thrce Commiffio: crs as 
he cefired, with whom the Collegues of Themzffo:/cs re- 
turned Home: On the News oi whofe fife Arrival, he 
threw off his Difguife, and at his next Audience, frankly 


toid the Ephor:, who ruled all Things at Sparta, that the 


Athenians had done their Duty, in taking proper Meafures 
for the Seturity of their native City ; that.they had done it 
by his Advice; that he had purpofely amufed them with 
vain Negotivtions, until his Defigns had taken EKifect, and 
that now they muft be content to let him go back in Safety,

After his coming back, he exhorted his Citizens to take 


fuch Meafures as might effectually fe: them at the Head of | 


the Affair of Greece; he particularly engaged them to for-
